not listed in Scott’s catalog, how- 
ever the $6 isn’t listcd, but is 
known to exist, and the $9.60 has 
been reported to your scribe. 

All of these #stamps may pass 
out of existence before very long, 
as the Alcohol Tax Unit is trying 
to perfect a system of using meter 
stamps in place of regularly print- 
ed stamps.

The mortality in collectors is far too heavy and only by 
educating them and helping them when they are first attracted to 
our hobby can we hope to hold and keep more of them active as 
collectors. * 


What Is A Position Block? 


It is seldom that we use this column in answering questions 
from our readers but believe that it can be put to good use in this 
manner and might attract a good many more questions that we 
can answer for the mutual interest of readers. The question above 
comes to us with quite a letter of argument between two collectors 
ind also a diagram of some of their own opinions on the matter. 

The question gives a clew as to the answer. In the first place 
we know that a block of stamps is being inquired about. We then 
recognize that it is a particular kind of block. A_ block 
identified by “position”. That means that the block has a definite 
position. We think of blocks and their position in relation to full 
sheets of stamps, thus we can quickly conclude that a position block 
is a block which occupies a certain definite position in a sheet and 
that the block when separated from the sheet can be identified as 
having come from a certain position in the sheet. 

To make this identification practical and possible the block 
must therefore have characteristics which permit its identification. 
For example, margins or selvedge edges with or without printed 
marks or numbers or letters, such as the plate numbers which 
identify the blocks as to their position in a sheet. The plate number 
blocks of the current large size commemorative stamps come from 
a corner of a sheet of fifty stamps. These are position blocks be- 
cause they can be definitely placed as to their position in the sheets. 
But the other three corners from the same sheet of stamps are also 
position blocks because each corner block of four can be identified 
as to its position in a certain sheet. Thus if we take a plate num- 
ber, any number, we can find four corner blocks with numbers in 
different positions. We can also find four corner blocks, 
one from each corner of the four different position panes of any 
sheet of stamps, thus making a set of sixteen different blocks of 
four from any stamp.

Vadstena is known internation- 
allv as the place of origination 
and the site of the motherhouse of | 
the order of nuns founded by St. 
Bridget. St. Bridget is a favored | 
patroness of the Swedes. } 

The postmark will recognize the | 
550th anniversary of the founding 
of the order. 

NORWAY: Several well known 
collectors of this country are pool- 
ing their efforts in the compilation 
of a catalog listing the postal en- 
tires (stamped envelopes, postal 
ecards and wrappers) of Norway.

Changes were made due to new 
rates for postage which required 
the stamps to meet them to con- 
form to the color requirements 
established by the Universal Post- 
al Union.

AUSTRALIA‘S 
1949 CHRISTMAS SEALS

This year my annual visit with you to tell about the new 
Australian Tuberculosis Seals has been delayed somewhat due to 
several things. As a member of the executive committee of the Aus- 
tralian National Stamp Exhibition to be held later this year in 
Melbourne in celebration of the centenary of the first Australian 
stamps I have had more than my share of “things to do”. 
stamp collecting is reasonably popular in Australia as of today, it 
is our intention through the exhibition to publicise it intensively 
and to gain ever more recruits to the ranks.

Printing was by the Freeman 
Press who produced 50,000 sheets 
containing 16 seals each. Sides 
of the sheet are straight edged 
while the top and bottom rows 
of four seals are perforated all 
around and have a selvedge. 

Perhaps a few words about this 
Seamen’s Mission would be ap- 
propriate here. The Mission was 
established for merchant seamen 
as a recreation and meeting place 
while they are in port. It has 
game rooms where the men can 
partake in billiards, table tennis, 
card games and other pastimes, as 
well as writing rooms, a canteen 
and other facilities. 

Dances, concerts and other en- 
tertainment is provided regularly 
for the sailors—all of it is de- 
signed to make the seafarer wel- 
come and to help relieve any 
homesickness he might have, Yes, 
sailors do get homesick! 

The smallest number of seals 
issued, and these were not for TB 
work, was for the East Brunswick 
Kindergarten. Funds derived from 
their sale are earmarked for new 
buildings to better house’ the 
youngsters. They appear in mini- 
ature sheets of 12, three wide by 
four deep with a descriptive panel 
on the left. Just 3000 of the sheets 
were issued, 

Shown in the design is a child 
playing with blocks, a toy train 
and an airplane. The designer 
was Adrian Watts of Melbourne 
with the printing the work of 
Truth and Sportsman Ltd. of the 
same city.

nual campaign the state name was 
eliminated, and the word “Aus- 
tralia” used instead. The League 
had previously produced seals of 
its own. 

Patrick Clements an English 
artist now resident in Adelaide 
was responsible for the design. 

The printing was done in Ade- 
laide by the firm of Vardon, 
Price Ltd. 

As mentioned before the Citi- 
zens League was to get part of 
this issue, and some went to the 
Queen Victoria Homes, both get- 
ting a combined total of 20,000 
sheets. 

The first printing had the seals 
rouletted on four sides. Then 
when a request was made to pro- 
duce seals which were perforated 
and which would be more accept- 
able to the public and collectors, 
the firm followed instructions 
immediately. 

There exists still a third variety 
which has perforations along the 
horizontal edges of the seal, and 
rouletting vertically. It is thought 
that the printers had a quantity 
of the sheets already rouletted 
vertically when the order to per- 
forate came through and com- 
pleted the job by adding the per- 
forations, or that both methods of 
applying the separation between 
seals were used because of a 
“hurry up” request. 

In any event, there are three 
distinct varieties of this issue 
all of them legitimate and easy to 
check. 

The state of New South Wales 
used four different designs equal- 
ly spaced and alternated through- 
out the sheet of 120 seals. One 
of them pictures the Cross of Lor- 
raine and the slogan, “Still Fight- 
ing T.B.”. Another depicts Santa 
Claus standing with a bag of toys 
across his shoulder waving his 
hand in greeting. A third is a 
head portrait of Santa Claus while 
the fourth pictures a home amidst 
winter snows. 

John Hawley of Sydney was the 
artist responsible for the four de- 


signs, while Deaton & Spencer 
oe of Sydney produced 
them. 


In connection with this issue of 
seals for New South Wales it is 
of possible interest that last year, 
in 1948, the Association was criti- 
cised for allegedly copying the 
design of its issue from those 
produced in other nations. Such 
criticism will hardly be levelled 
this year, 1949, since as far as I 
know the four different designs 
in a row are imitative of no others 
I have seen or read about. 

Editors Note: Mr. Tucker has 
offered to supply readers with 
any of the above Christmas Seals 
as long as the stock of them lasts. 
He purchases these directly from 
the various charitable’ organiza- 
tions as requests are placed with 
him, at actual cost. Due to the 
devaluation of the Pound it is 
possible to purchase 108 seals for 
a dollar. These can be all of one 
kind or mixed, and as many dol- 
lars worth as desired can be got- 
ten. Dollar bills will be accepted, 
but coins and stamps will not. 
Payment can also be made by 
money order.

AUSTRALIA—An 8% pence 
stamp is to be released during 
August as a part of the regular 
series of postage stamps, and is to 
depict an aborigine youth. An- 
other report states a stamp, or set 
of stamps, will be released during 
October for the Australian Cen- 
tenary of postage stamps, and that 
a set is scheduled for 50th anni- 
versary of the federation, which 
takes place Jan. 

BOLIVIA—For the 15th anni- 
versary of Pan American-Grace 
Airways, Inc. (Panagra) service in 
Bolivia, a set of two surcharges 
has been released. The 10 cen- 
tavos red (Scott’s C100) has been 
surcharged “4B” (Bolivianos), 
and the 20B. deep brown (Scott’s 
C104) has been changed to 10B. In 
addition to the new value each 
stamp has the overprint “XV Ani- 
versario Panagra 1935-1950.” 

BRAZIL—A 60 centavos, blue 
and gray black, stamp has been 
issued to mark the centenary of 
the establishment of the Daugh- 
ters of Charity of St. Vincent de 
Paul, picturing a nun of the order, 
and designed by Bernardino Lan- 
cata. This group was set up in 
Paris in 1833 by Anton Frederic 
Oxinam at the Sorbonne, and in- 
augurated its Brazilian endeavors 
in 1850. 

DENMARK—Arrival of the 20 
ore and 25 ore changes of color, 
and the new 45 ore value has been 
noted here. 


ECUADOR—Several 
of the U.P.U. surcharges have 
been reported. In one sheet of 
the 10 on 50c. green the bottom 
red bars are missing. In another 
the red “0.10” and “U.P.U.” have 
been applied twice. A sheet of 
the 0.60 on 5S. airmail also 
exists with a double overprint. 

_ HUNGARY—On June 4 a set of 

five stamps was released to show 
graphically the care accorded 
Hungarian “Youth.” The stamps 
are well printed, in two colors, 
and represent five stages of child- 
hood. 

The 20 filler, gray and brown 
features an infant, and in the right 
panel shows a doctor and nurse 
tending a baby. A somewhat 
older child appears on the 30f. 
brown and purple, with a nurse 
caring for what appears to be a 
kindergarten group. A_ blond 
curly-haired girl features the 40f. 
blue and green, while the right 
panel shows a teacher and class. 
Then, on the 60f. brown and brick- 
red, a yOung scout is at the left, 
and a camp at the right. Finally, 
the 1.70 forint, green and gray, 
shows an older boy and girl, and, 
at the right a group playing with 
model planes.

And to keep the drain 
on the “king’s” royal treasury at 
practically nothing, the frame fees 
would be kept as close to that fig- 
ure as possible. 

I have seen the prospectus now, 
and I can report to you that last 
year’s highly publicised protec- 
tion of ordinary John Doe is in 
keeping with the best traditions of 
our national capital and the

Mrs. Gertrude Boss of Hope- 
well, Virginia took some time re- 
cently to discover the origin and 
the history of the word cachet. | 
Collectors identify it with. the spe- | 
cial marking on their covers to| 
publicise some event, person or} 
place. Here’s what Mrs. Boss dis- 
covered:— 

Collectors think of cachets as | 
designs that are rubber stamped | 
or printed on philatelic covers. | 
The average person is ignorant of ! 
the origin and meaning of the 
cachets. 

In France, before the revolution, | 





sealed letters—authorizing the ar- 
rest and imprisonment of enemies 
and other persons. The French} 
words expressing the transaction 
were “lettre de cachet’. The 
French documents were usually | 
signed by the king or his minis- | 
ter and closed with a royal seal | 
(cachet). The imprint of the} 
royal seal on documents caused 
them to be called “lettres de petit 
cachet.” 

The current dictionary has the 
word “cache” which is not pro- 
nounced with the “a” ending syl- | 
lable. It is defined as—to hide. 
It is probable that the word is a 
corruption of the French cachet, 
as the persons receiving the petit 
lettres were usually hidden very 
effectively and seldom heard from 
again. One can visualize the king 
impressing the seal of,his ring or 
royal curved stamp upon the hot 
wax and dispatching the little 
messengers of death by his secret | 
emissary. 

It is a far cry from the present 
day interesting dispatching of ca-

and haridled at the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. Looking at 
the picture you will note that the 
sheet is two panes of fifty stamps 
wide. You might also see that all 
four positions of a plate are there 
with the proper electric eye and 
other markings. 

The stamps are printed on a 
continuous flowing sheet of paper 
which unwinds at one end and is 
rewound at the other with the 
stamp design imprinted on it. One 
of the rotary presses which does 
such printing is directly in back 
of the group. 

Printing plates consist of the 
four positions of a sheet as col- 
lectors know them. These plates 
are bent into a semicircle which 
cover half the printing cylinder. 
A plate of a different number is 
clamped to the other half. Thus 
on that particular run there will 
be alternating plate numbers re- 
sulting from each plate coming 
into the printing position as it re- 
volves. 

The printed paper is again roll- 
ed up. The rolls are then taken 
to the gumming and perforating 
machine where the “stickum” and 
holes are added and the finished 
product cut into sheets of 200 
stamps (for commems of the large 
size). The sheets of 200 are then 
further cut apart into the post of- 
fice size panes of fifty stamps. 

Those of you who have been 
sweating it out these many 
months hoping that the Philatelic 
Agency would restore the Presi- 
dential coil stamps to the selling 
list can now cool off. These have 
been restored, and will be sold in 
any quantity from one on up at 
face value plus return postage. 

Perforated vertically are the 1c, 
l¥2c, 2c, 3c, 4c, 444c, 5c, 6c and 
10c. These are called the side- 
wise coils. 

Perforated horizontally are the 
le, 1c, 2c and 3c. Collectors call 
these the endwise coils. 

_ The Agency states plainly that 
it can not select well centered 
coil stamps; that the purchaser 
must take these as they come off 
the roll.
